LaWS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES, 

Passed  at  the  First  Session  of  the.  Thirty- 

eighth  Congress. 

[PUBLIC — NO.  143.] 

[Continued.] 

Sec.  145.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
duty  proposed  by  this  act  shall  be  a charge  on 
the  intorest  of  the  successor,  and  of  all  persons 
claiming  in  his  right,  in  all  the  real  09tate  in 
respect  whereof  such  duty  shall  be  assessed  for 
fivo  years  unless  sooner  paid. 

Sec.  146.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
Commissioner  shall,  at  the  request  of  any  sue 
cessor,  or  any  person  claiming  iu  his  right,  cause 
to  made  so  many  separate  assessments  of  the 
duty  pavablo  in  respect  of  the  interest  of  the 
successor  in  any  separate  tracts  ef  real  estate,  or 
in  defined  portions  ot  tho  same  tract  as  shall  be 
reasonably  required;  and  in  such  oases  the  re 
spective  traots  shall  be  chargeable  only  with  the 
amount  of  duty  separately  assessed  in  reaped 
thereof. 

Seo.  147.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any 
person  liable  t«»  pay  duty  in  ro*pect  to  any  suc- 
cession shall  give  notice  to  the  assessor  or  as- 
sistant assessor  of  his  liability  to  such  duty,  and 
shall  at  the  samo  time  deliver  to  the  assessor  or 
assistant  assessor  a full  and  true  account  of  said 
succession,  for  the  duty  whereon  he  shall  be  ac- 
countable, and  of  tho  value  of  thereal  ostate  in 
volved,  and  of  the  deductions  olaimed  by  him 
together  with  the  names  of  the  suceossor  and 
predecessor,  and  their  relation  to  each  other,  and 
ail  such  other  particulars  as  shall  be  necessary 
or  proper  for  enabling  the  assessor  or  assistant 
assessor  fully  and  correctly  to  ascertain  the  du- 
ties due;  and  the  assessor  or  assistant  assessor, 
if  satisfied  with  such  account  and  estimate  as 
originally  delivered,  or  with  any  amendments 
that  may  be  made  therein  upon  his  requisition 
may  assess  the  succession  duty  on  the  tooting  of 
such  account  and  estimate;  but  it  shall  bo  law- 
ful for  tho  assessor  or  assistant  assessor,  if  dis- 
satisfied with  such  account,  or  it  no  account 
and  estimate  shall  be  delivered  to  him,  to  assess 
the  duty  on  the  best  information  ho  can  obtain, 
subject  to  appeal  as  hereinafter  provided;  and  if 
tho  duty  so  assessed  shall  oxcoed  tho  duty  a9- 
sessible  according  to  the  return  made  to  the  as- 
sessor or  assistant  assessor,  and  with  which  he 
shall  have  been  dissatisfied,  or  if  no  account  and 
estimate  has  been  delivered,  and  if  no  appeal 
shall  bo  taken  against  suoh  assessment,  then  it 
shall  be  in  tho  discretion  of  the  assessor,  having 
regard  to  the  merits  of  each  case,  to  assess  the 
wholo  or  Any  part  of  the  expenses  incident  to 
the  taking  of  such  assessment,  in  addition  to 
such  duty;  and  if  there  shall  be  an  appeal  against 
9uch  last  mentioned  assessment,  then  the  pay- 
ment of  such  expenses  shall  be  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue. 

Sec.  148  And  be  it  Jurther  enacted,  That  it 
iny  person  requited  to  give  any  9uch  notice  or 
deliver  such  account  as  aforesaid,  shall  wilfully 
negleot  to  do  so  for  tho  period  of  ten  days  after 
being  notified,  he  shall  be  liable  to  pay  to  tht 
United  States  a sum  equal  to  ten  per  centum  upon 
tho  amount  of  duty  payable  by  him;  and  if  any 
person  iiaole  under  this  act  to  pay  any  duty  iu 
respect  of  bis  succession  shall,  after  such  dutj 
shall  have  been  finally  ascertained,  wilfully  neg- 
leot to  do  so  within  ten  days  after  being  notifi- 
ed, he  shall  also  be  liable  to  pay  to  the  United 
States  a sura  equal  to  ten  per  centum  upon  the 
amount  of  duty  90  unpaid,  at  the  same  time  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  duty  to  be  oollected. 

Sec.  149.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Tnat  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  party,  liable  to  pay  dutj 
in  respect  of  his  succession,  who  shall  be  dissat- 
isfied with  the  assessment  of  the  assistant  asses 
tor,  within  thirty  d*ys  after  the  date  of  such 
ass[ess]  ment,  to  appeal  to  the  assessor  from  suob 
assessment,  who  shall  decide  on  such  appeal,  ano 
give  notice  thereof  to  su^h  party,  who,  if  still 
tissatisfied,  may,  within  twenty  days  afternotice 
as  aforesaid,  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the 
Commissioner  of  In  ernal  Revenue,  and  fur 
oish  a statement  of  tne  grounds  of  such  appeal 
to  the  Commissioner,  whose  decision  upon  the 
case,  as  presented  by  the  statements  of  the  as- 
sessor or  assistant  assessor  and  such  party,  shall 
be  final. 

Sec.  150.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
duties  levied  and  assessed  upon  succession- 
by  this  act  shall  be  collected  by  the  same  officers, 
in  tho  same  manner,  and  by  tho  same  processes 
a3  arc  or  may  be  proscribed  by  law  for  the  col- 
lection of  direct  taxes  assessed  upon  lands  under 
the  authority  of  tho  United  States. 

STAMP  DUTIES. 

Sec.  161.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all 
laws  in  force  at  tho  time  of  the  passage  of  this 
act  in  relation  to  stamp  duties  shall  continue  in 
oroe  until  the  first  day  of  August,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  s xty-four,  and  on  and  after  the  first 
day  of  August,  eighteen  handredand  sixty-four, 
there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid,  for  and 
in  respect  of  the  several  instruments,  matters, 
and  things  mentioned  and  described  in  the 
schedule  (marked  B)  hereunto  annexed,  or  for 
or  in  respect  of  the  vel[IJum,  parchment,  or 
paper  upon  which  such  instruments,  matters,  or 
things,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  written  or  printed, 
by  any  person  or  persons,  or  party,  whojshall  make, 
sign,  or  issue  the  same,  or  for  whose  U9e  or 
benefit  the  same  shall  be  made,  signed,  or  issued, 
tho  several  duties  or  sums  of  money  set  down  in 
figures  against  the  same,  respectively,  or  other- 
wise specified  or  set  forth  in  said  schedule. 

Soc.  152.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  to  record  any  instrument, 
document,  or  paper  required  by  law  to  be  stamp- 
ed, unless  a stamp  or  stamps  of  the  proper 
amount  shall  have  boen  affixed;  and  the  reoord 
of  any  shch  instrument  upon  which  the  proper 
stamp  or  stamps  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
affixed,  9hall  be  utterly  void,  and  shall  not  be 
used  in  evidence. 

Sec.  153.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  bo 
instrument,  document,  writing,  or  paper  of  any 
description,  required  by  law  to  be  stamped, 
3hall  be  doemed  or  held  invalid  and  of  no  effeot 
for  fhc  want  of  the  particular  kind  or  deseription 
of  stamp  designated  for  and  denoting  the  duty 
charged  on  any  such  instrument,  document, 
writing,  or  paper,  provided  a legal  stamp  or 
stamps,  denoting  a duty  of  equal  amount,  shall 
have  been  duly  affixed  and  used  thereon  : Pro- 
vided, That  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  any  stamp  appropriated  to  denote 
the  duty  charged  on  proprietary  articles,  or  ar- 
ticles enumerated  in  Schedule  C. 

See.  154.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all 
official  instruments,  documents,  and  papers,  is- 
sued or  used  by  the  officers  of  tho  United  States 
Government,  shall  be  and  hereby  arc  exempt 
from  duty. 

Sec.  155.  And  be  it  farther  enacted , That  if 
any  person  shall  forge  or  counterfeit,  or  cause  or 
procure  to  bo  forged  or  counterfeited,  any  stamp 
or  die,  or  any  part  of  any  stamp  or  die,  which 
shall  have  been  provided,  made,  or  used  in  pur- 
suance of  this  act,  or  shall  forge,  counterfeit,  or 
resemble,  or  cause  or  procure  to  be  forged,  coun- 
terfeited, or  resembled,  the  impression,  or  any 
part  of  the  of  tho  impression,  of  any  such9tamp 
or  die,  as  aforesaid,  upon  any  vellum,  parchment, 
or  paper,  or  Khali  stamp  or  mark,  or  cause 
or  procure  to  be  stamped  or  marked,  any 
vellum,  parchment,  or  paper,  with  any  such  forg- 
ed or  counterfeited  stamp  or  dio,  or  part  of 
any  stamp  or  die,  as  aforesaid,  with  intent  to 
defraud  the  United  States  of  any  of  tho  duties 
hereby  imposed  or  any  part  theroof;  or  if  any 
person  shall  utter,  or  sell,  or  expose  to  sale,  any 
vellum,  parchment,  or  naper,  artiole,  or  thing, 
having  thereupon  the  impression  of  any  such 
counterfeited  stamp  or  die,  or  any  purt  of  any 
stamp  or  die,  or  any  such  forged,  counterfeited 
or  resembled  impression,  or  part  of  impression, 
as  aforesaid,  knowing  the  samo  respectively  to 
be  forged,  counterfeited,  or  resembled;  or  if  any 
person  shall  knowingly  use  any  stamp  or  die 
which  shall  have  been  so  provided,  made,  or  used, 
as  aforesaid,  with  intent  to  defraud  tht  United 


States;  or  if  any  person  shall  fraudulently  cut 
tear,  or  remove,  or  causo  or  procure  to  be  cut, 
torn,  or  removed,  the  impression  of  any  stamp 
or  die  which  shall  havo  been  provided,  made,  or 
used  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  from  any  vellum, 
parchment,  or  papor,  or  any  instrument  or  writ- 
ing charged  or  ohargonble  with  any  of  thodutics 
heroby  imposed;  or  if  any  person  shall  wilfully 
remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  from  any  stamped 
envelopo  tho  cancelling  or  defacing  marks  there- 
on, with  intent  to  use  tho  same  or  cause  the  use 
of  the  same  tho  second  time,  or  shall  knowingly 
or  wilfully  sell  or  buy  such  washed  or  restored 
stamps,  or  offer  the  same  for  sale,  or  givo  or  ex- 
pose the  samo  to  any  person  for  use,  or  know- 
ingly use  the  same,  or  prepare  tho  same  with  in- 
tent for  the  seoond  use  thereof,  then,  and  in 
every  such  case,  every  person  so  offending,  and 
overy  person  knowingly  and  wilfully  aiding, 
abetting,  or  assisting  in  committing  any  such  of- 
fend as  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
felony,  and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  forfeit 
the  said  counterfeit  stamps  and  tho  artioles  upon 
which  they  are  placed,  and  bo  punished  by  fine 
not  exceeding  ono  thousand  dollars,  or  by  im- 
prisonment and  confinement  at  hard  labor  not  ex- 
ceeding fire  years,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  oourt. 

Seo.  lfifi.  /fed  is <(  further  .Haded,  That  in 
any  and  all  cases  where  an  adhesive  stamp  shall 
be  used  for  denoting  any  duty  imposed  by  this 
act,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  tho  persun 
using  or  aflixing  the  samo  shall  write  thereupon 
the  initials  of  his  name  and  the  date  upon  which 
tho  same  shall  bo  attached  or  used,  so  that  the 
same  may  not  again  be  used.  And  if  any  per* 
son  shall  fraudulently  make  use  of  any  adhesivo 
Stamp  to  denote  any  duty  imposed  by  this  act 
without  so  effectually  cancelling  and  obliterating 
such  stamp,  except  as  before  mentioned,  he,  sho 
or  thev  shall  forfeit  tho  sum  of  fifty  dollars: 
Provided,  That  any  proprietor  or  proprietors  of 
proprietary  artioles,  or  articles  subject  to  stamp 
duty  under  Schedule  C of  this  act,  shall  have  the 
rrivilege  of  furnishing,  without  expense  to  the 
United  States,  in  suitable  form,  to  bo  approved 
by  the  Commissioner  oi  Internal  Revenue,  Ins 
or  their  own  dio  or  designs  tor  stamps  to  bo  used 
thereon,  to  be  made  uoder  the  direction  and  to 
be  retained  in  the  possession  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue  for  his  or  thoir  separate 
use,  which  shall  not  bo  duplicated  to  any  other 
person.  That  in  all  cases  where  such  stamp  is 
used,  instead  of  bis  or  their  writing  the  date 
thereon,  the  said  stamp  shall  be  so  affixed  on  the 
bor,  bottle,  or  package,  that  in  opening  the 
samo,  or  using  the  contents  thereol,  the  said 
stamp  shall  be  effectually  destroyed;  and  in  de- 
lault  thereof  shall  bo  liable  to  the  samo  penalty 
imposed  tor  negleot  to  affix  said  stamp  as  here- 
inbefore prescribed  in  this  aot.  Auy  person  who 
shall  fraudulently  obtain  or  use  any  of  the  afore- 
said stamps  or  designs  therefor,  and  any  person 
forging,  or  counterfeiting,  or  causing  or  procur- 
ing the  forging  or  counterfeiting  any  representa- 
tion, likeness,  similitude,  or  colorable  imitation 
of  the  said  last  mentioned  stamp,  or  any  en- 
graver or  printer  who  shall  sell  or  give  away 
said  stamps,  or  soiling  the  samo,  or,  being  a 
merchant,  broker,  peddler,  or  person  dealing, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  in  similar  goods,  wares, 
merchandise,  manufactures,  preparations,  or  ar- 
ticles, or  those  designed  for  similar  objects  or 
purposes,  shall  havo  knowingly  or  fraudulently 
io  bis,  her,  or  their  possession,  any  such  forged, 
counterfeited  likeness,  similitudo,  or  colorable 
imitation  of  the  said  last  mentioned  stamp,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and,  upon  convic* 
tion  thereof,  shall  be  subject  to  all  ihe  penalties, 
fines,  and  forfeitures  prescribed  in  the  preceding 
•eotion  of  this  aot. 

8ec.  157.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenuo  be  and 
be  is  hereby  authorised  to  prescribe  such  method 
for  the  cancellation  of  stamps,  as  substitute  for 
or  in  addition  to  the  method  now  prescribed  by 
law,  at  he  may  deem  expedient  und  effectual. 
And  he  is  further  authorized  in  his  discretion  to 
make  the  application  of  such  method  imperative 
upon  the  manufacturers  of  proprietary  articles, 
or  articles  included  in  Schedule  C,  and  upun 
stamps  of  a nominal  value  exceeding  twenty-five 
cents  each. 

Sec.  158.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any 
person  or  persons  who  shall  make,  sign,  or  is- 
sue, or  shall  cause  to  be  made,  singed,  or  issued, 
any  instrument,  document,  or  paper  of  uny  kind 
or  description  whatsoever,  or  shall  accept  or  pay 
ir  cause  *o  be  accepted  or  paid,  any  bill  of  ex 
ohange,  draft,  or  order  or  promissory  note,  for 
'he  payment  of  money,  without  the  same  being 
duly  stamped;  or  having  thereupon  an  adhesive 
stamp  for  denoting  the  duty  chargeable  thereon, 
with  intent  to  evade  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars,  and  such  instrument,  docu- 
ment, or  paper,  bill,  draft,  order,  or  note  shail 
be  deemed  invalid  and  of  no  effect:  Provided, 
That  the  title  of  the  purchaser  of  land  by  a deed 
July  stamped,  shall  not  be  defeated  or  effected

of  adhesive  or  other  stamps,  such  as  may  be

in  evidence  in  all  courts  of  law  or  equity,  not- 
withstanding any  objections  made  to  the  same 
by  reason  ot  it  being  unseam ped,  or  of  it  being 
insufficiently  stamped.

The  subjoined  article  from  tlie  Louisville 
Journal,  of  August  1,  1863,  is  a first  rate 
article  for  the  present  time,  if  readers  will 
only  insert  McClellan'Pendleton  for  Wick 
liffc-Harney,"  where  those  words  occur  in 
the  first  and  last  paragraphs.

Hebei  Views  of  the  Chicago  Platform. 

The  celebrated  H.  S.  Foote,  formerly  of 
Mississippi,  now  of  Tennessee,  known  in 
other  days  as  “Hangman"  Foote,  has  been 
addressing  his  rebel  countrymen  through  the 
columns  of  the  Richmond  Whig.  The  follow- 

ing  extract  contains  the  gist  of  his  letter. 

‘‘Conservative  Democrats”  will  enjov  this 
exposition  of  their  policy  and  “Hangman’’ 
Foote's  fraternal  greeting  .- 

As  there  appear  to  be,  in  some  quarters, 
notions  entertained  which,  if  acted  upon  by 
those  in  power,  might  have  the  effect  of  de- 
laying the  moment  of  pacification  and  need- 
lessly prolonging  hostilities,  I beg  leave  to 
submit  to  my  honored  countrymen  the  fol- 
lowing propositions,  to  which,  and  to  the 
comments  appeuded  thereto,  I ask  their  Calm 
and  deliberate  consideration  : 

1.  This  war  having  been  brought  on  by  the 
unjustifiable  action  of  those  in  power  in 
Washington  City,  and  having  been  prosecu- 
ted for  the  purpose  of  destroying  the  funda- 
mental rights  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  it  is  our  dtity,  after  all 
the  efforts  at  pacification  which  we  have 
heretofore  made,  in  view,  too,  of  present 
surrounding  circumstances,  to  allow  the  first 
formal  proposition  for  peace  to  originate  with 
our  adversaries. 

^Whenever  a formal  proposition  shall 
reach  our  Government  from  the  Executive 
Department  in  Washington  City,  of  a char- 
acter which  we  could  honorably  entertain, 
it  will  be  alike  our  duty  and  our  policy  to 
meet  such  proposition  promptly  and  favora 
bly. 

3.  Should  it  be  proposed  to  us,  at  any  time, 
to  send  commissioners  to  meet  commissioners 
of  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of 
consulting  as  to  the  terms  of  peace,  coupled 
or  not  with  a proposition  of  armistice,  though 
we  would  have  a clear  right  to  refuse  the 
armistice  should  we  judge  it  to  be  likely  to 
operate  disadvantageous^-  to  us,  yet  I am 
far  from  perceiving  that  it  would  thus 
operate;  and  I hold  it  to  be  certain  that 
should  we  give  a negative  to  such  a proposi- 
tion altogether,  we  would  most  fatally  play 
'",t°  Gie  hands  of  oifr  adversaries,  enable  the 
Black  Republican  leaders  to  reinflame  the 
war  spirit  Of  the  North,  and  bring  about  the 


struggling  so  earnestly  for  ascendancy, 
know  that  there  are  several  individuals  of 
great  public  influence,  and  justly  entitled  to 
great  deference  in  regard  to  this  grave  and 
interesting  question,  who  have*  already 
avowed  a different  opinion  ; but  after  dis- 
passionately considering  the  matter  in  all  its 
aspects  and  bearings,  I am  not  able  to  concur 
with  them,  but  should  regard  the  course  of 
action,  which  some  of  the  most  respected  of 
them  have  marked  out  for  Government  as 
calculated  to  involve  the  Confederate  States 
in  difficulties  and  embarrassment  which  could 
not  fail  to  be  most  seriously  detrimental 
our  cause. 

4.  The  Chicago  Convention  has  now  noin 
mated  its  candidates  for  the  Presidency  and 
v ice  1 residency,  and  enunciated  a platform 
of  principles  The  action  of  that  body 
seems  to  have  been  well-nigh  unanimous  in 
regard  to  all  important  questions.  I hold 
it  to  fie  most  certain,  whatever  opinion  may- 
be uttered  in  certain  quarters  to  the  contra- 
ry,  that  this  platform  is  in  distinct  and  irre- 
concilable opposition  to  the  further  prose- 
cution of  the  war  for  any  purpose  what- 
ever; the  second  resolution  of  said  platform 
is  of  unmistakable  import,  and  how  any 
man  of  discerning  mind  can  entertain  a dif- 
ferent view  of  the  matter,  lam  at  a loss  to 
conceive.  The  resolution  relerrred  to,  in  the 
most  emphatic  manner,  denounces  the  "ex- 
periment of  war,"  as  a means  of  restoring  the 
Union ; declares  that  “justice,  humanity, 
liberty,  and  the  public  welfare,  demand  that 
immediate  efforts  be  made  for  a cessation  of 
hostilities;”  and  though  the  earnest  desire 
is  expressed  for  the  restoration  of  the  Union 
by  peaceful  means,  there  is  not  the  most  re- 
mote hint  of  intended  constraint  of  anv  kind 
whatever.  It  is  true  that  the  same  resolu- 
tion suggests  the  expedient  of  a “Conven- 
tion of  all  the  States,  or  other  ‘peaceable 
means,  to  the  end  that  at  the  earliest  practi- 
cable moment  peace  may  be  restored  on  the 
basis  of  a Federal  LTnion  of  the  States.” 
Surely  this  ought  not  at  all  to  alarm  us;  no 
coercive  instrumentalities  are  to  he  resorted 
to,  to  compel  us  to  a reunion  ; there  is  plain- 
ly no  reason  to  be  offended  with  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Convention,  because  condemning 
this  atrocious  war,  sympathizing  with  us  in 
our  grievances  under  its  operation,  and  pain- 
ed at  being,  as  even  they  must  suppose,  sep 
arated  from  us  forever  by  that  very  war, 
they  yet  deplore  that  sepration,  and  are 
sincerely  desirous  of  getting  into  friendl 
and  advantageous  association  with  us  once 
more.  Did  our  own  rabid  anti-peace  men 
desire  the  Chicago  Convention  to  denounce 
the  South,  to  declare  us  unworthy  to  be  con 
nected  with  the  States  represented  in  that 
body,  and  to  exhibit  an  invincible  opposi 
tion  to  the  renewing  of  the  former  confrater 
nal  ties?  In  relation  to  the  Convention 
States  suggested,  such  a body  could, 
course,  be  only  consultative  in  its  character; 
could  not  be  expected  to  supersede,  alto 
gether,  the  two  Executive  Departments  now 
intrusted  with  the  treaty-making  power,  and 
could  only  be  expected,  in  the  first  instance 
at  least,  to  remove  all  existing  impediments 
to  a free  and  unobstructed  diplomatic  inter- 
course between  those  in  power  in  Richmond 
and  those  in  Washington.  I can  not  con 
ceive  how  this  could  poesibly  do  our  nobl 
cause  any  deteriment  whatever;  its  intrinsic 
excellence  is  such  that  we  could  not  fai 
derive  great  advantage  from  a free  and 
open  discussion  of  all  existing  points  of  dif- 
ference ; and,  however  others  may  feel  on 
the  subject,  1 should  not  be  in  the  least 
afraid  to  allow  the  august  sovereign  States 
which  compose  our  Confederacy,  by  dele 
gates  deliberately  chosen  by  them,  to  mak 
fcnown  their  views  and  wishes  in  regard  t 
all  matters  which  could  legitimately  arise  i 
such  Convention. 


In  relation  to  the  danger  of  our  people  be 
ing  seduced  by  the  conventional  expedient 
nlo  a reconstruction  under  the  Federal  Con 
stitntion,  those  who  fear  this  can  know  but 
little  of  the  character  and  settled  opinions 
of  our  people,  and  evince  a distrust  of  their 
capacity  for  self-government,  which  they 
have  done  nothing  to  justify.  As  to  the 
nominees  at  Chicago,  I shall'  say  nothing 
but  this:  McClellan's  general  availability  as 
a candidate  is  undoubted;  his  willingness  to 
run  upon  a genuine  peace  platform  commits 
' im  fully  as  to  his  future  action  in  the  event 
of  his  election;  and  his  association  with  M. 
Pendleton,  of  Ohio,  whose  outspoken  peace 
proclivities  are  so  well  known,  make  “assur 
ance  doubly  sure”  in  regard  to  the  course  of 
any  Administration  at  the  head  of  which  he 
might  be  placed. 

5.  Should  the  Chicago  nominees  lie  defeat 
ed,  as  I believe  to  be  scarcely  possible,  such 
a result  would  be  so  clearly  attributable  to 
force  or  fraud  on  the  part  of  the  unprinci 
pled  faction  now  in  power,  that  it  could  not 
lie  reasonably  expected  that  the  great  body 
of  the  States  Rights  Democracy  of  the 
North,  now  so  fully  and  deliberately  com 
milted  to  inflexible  opposition  as  to  the  atro 
cions  despotism  organized  in  Washington 
City,  would  be  found  willing  to  submit  to 
that  despotism  for  four  years  more.  I ven 
ture  to  predict,  therefore,  that  should  Me 
Clellan  and  Pendleton  be  defeated,  the 
States  in  which  the  Republican  Presidential 
ticket  shall  be  found  to  have  failed,  with  a 
iew  to  securing  themselves  from  threatened 
enslavement,  will  themselves  promptly  se 
cede  from  the  Federal  Union;  that  one  or 
more  new  Confederacies,  based  on  true 
States  Rights  principles,  will  be  inured 
ately  formed,  which  must  naturally  seek 
miliyiry  alliance  with  the  Confederates 
States,  after  which,  as  is  most  mani- 
fest, this  most  unnatural  and  exhausting 
war  would  be  soon  promptly  brought  to  an 
end. 

I cannot  consent  to  close  this  communi- 
cation without  subjoining  one  or  two  sug 
gestions  to  the  future,  which  suggestions 
may  or  may  not,  according  to  circumstances 
be  followed  up  hereafter  with  more  elabor, 
ate  expositions  of  the  great  principles  re- 
ferred to.  Whenever  the  independence  of 
the  Confederate  States  shall  have  been  fully 
established,  the  principle  of  absolute  State 
Sovereignty  for  which  we  are  now  so  sac 
oessfully  contending  in  arms,  will  have  been 
given  renewed  life  and  vigor  in  this  hemis 
phere.  The  Virginia  Resolutions  of  ’98-9, 
will  constitute  the  creed  of  our  own  and 
other  Confederacies  which  may  spring  up  on 
this  coutinent.  lt  cannot  be  reasonably  ex- 
pected that  the  consolidative  tendercies  which 
have  from  the  beginning  of  its  existence 
shown  themselves  in  the  action  of  the  Fede- 
ral Government,  will  be  allowed  to  exercise 
their  baleful  influence  permanently  in  anv 
of  the  new  governments  which  may  owe 
their  existence,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  the 
fearful  military  struggle  which  is  now  in 
progress.  After  the  painful  experience 
which  we  have  had,  and  in  which  certain 
portions  ol  the  North  are  now  distressfully 
participating,  it  will  be  indeed  surprising,  if 
great  efforts  are  not  made  everywhere,  both 
in  the  North  and  in  the  South  to  steer  clear 
of  that  fatal  rock,  upon  which  the  Federal 
Union  has  been  shattered  to  pieces.  The 
great  and  glorious  blunder  which  the  emi- 
nent statesmen  of  1787  committed,  in  adopt 
ing  a system  of  Govemnent  which  was  never 
any  thing  else  but  a monarchy  in  disguise, 


ed  in  the  moat  grinding  nnlitaiy  despotism 
which  the  world  has  yet  known,  (all  of 
which  was  predicted  in  the  last  centrurv  bv 
such  men  as  Henry,  Mason,  Grayson,  "and 
others,)  it  is  to  be  hoped  will  be  everywhere 
avoided.  State  Rights,  and  State  Sovereign 
tv  will  be  hereafter  relied  upon  as  affording 
the  only  sure  guarantee  of  Republican  free 
dom.  I trust  that  no  gigantic  central 
agency  will  be  anywhere  tolerated,  the  con 
tinued  existence  of  which  must,  sooner  or 
later,  be  inevitably  fatal  to  liberty,  and 
which,  in  a season  of  war  especially,  no 
matter  how  wise  and  patriotic  may  be  those 
in  whose  hands  the  political  helm  may  be 
placed,  must  become  rapidly  transformed 
into  an  irresponsible  tyranny.

Ford's  froops  have  fled  into  (he  interior  of 
Texas. 

Hooker  not  for  McClellan. 

The  anti-Union  papers  have  been  assert 
ing  that  "Fighti..g  Joe  Hooker”  was  for  the 
nomimres  of  the  Disunion  Convention,  and 
that  he  had  made  u dinner-table  speech  at 
Albany,  announcing  hie  intention  to  vote 
and  work  for  MoCr.El.t.AX . We  did  not  be- 
lieve the  story;  we  had  read,  and  distinctly 
recollect  Hooker's  testimony  before  the  Com- 
mittee On  the  conduct  of  the  War;  and  we 
could  not  realize  that  Gen  Hooker  could  so 
far  stultify'  himself  ns  to  be  fora  man  for 
President,  for  whom  lie  had  so  much  con 
tempt  Ger,.  .Hooker  has  authorized  the 
New  York  Times  and  the  Washington  Re 
publican  to  say  that  “any  and  all  statements 
t hat  lie  intends  to  declare  for  McGlbm.an 
are  false  ” He  says  he  is  for  an  uncompro- 
mising and  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  war 
against  the  armed  enemy  of  the  nation. 


In  the  anti-Union  procession  at  Cin- 
cinnati, on  the  night  of  the  17th  September, 
was  carried  a transparency  with  the  inscrip 
tion  of 

: “SEMMES" 

Was  this  act  a notification  to  the  public 
that  the  McClellan  and  Pendleton  party 
recognize  and  endorse,  as  part  and  parcel  of 
the  anti  Union  Democratic  principles,  the 
practical  acts  of  that  pirate? 

McClellan’s  “Contemptible  Political 
Trick.” 

"By  a trick,  nothing  less  than  a contempt 
ible  political  deception,  the  War  Democrats 
have  secured  a candidate  representative  of 
their  policy  ol  armed  coercion  of  the  State." 
Such  is  the  declaration  of  the  New  York 
Daily  News,  in  repelling  the  charge  of  an 
endeavor  to  make  a division  in  the  ranks  of 
the  Democracy.  This  charge  is  evidently 
true,  and  can  be  well  sustained  by  the  whole 
history  of  the  Chicago  Convention.  Previous 
to  the  meeting  of  this  Convention,  and  even 
after  its  opening,  it  was  proposed  that  no 
platform  should  be  adopted.  But  the  peace 
wing  of  the  party,  knowing  that  McClellan 
was  to  be  the  nominee,  and  that  the  record 
of  his  acts  and  views  was  not  in  accordance 
with  their  wishes  and  views  insisted  upon 
the  adoption  ol  a platform  for  the  control  ol 
their  nominee  in  his  future  actions.  The 
platform — an  unconditional  peace  platform 
— was  unanimously  adopted,  and  General 
McClellan  was  nominated,  his  nomination 
being  made  unanimous,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Vallandigham. 

Nearly  all  the  speakers  in  the  Convention 
denounced  the  war  as  unholy  and  infamous, 
and  as  an  utter  failure;  and  declared  them- 
selves for  peace  on  any  terms,  demanding  an 
immediate  cessation  of  hostilities  In  the 
mind  of  the  Convention,  peace  was  the  great 
end  to  he  attained  by  the  eleclion  of  their 
candidate.  But  he  declares  himself  for  war, 
and  for  war  until  the  rebellion  is  crushed; 
he  spurns  the  platform  and  yet  accepts  the 
nomination  ; he  disregards  the  miud  of  the 
Convention,  and  vet  declares  himself  its 
servant.  Were  li is  friends  surprised,  by  tiie 
sentiment  contained  in  his  letter  of  acsep- 
tance  ? N o one  can  suppose  it;  they  must 
have  known  his  views  in  the  matter;  and, 
without  doubt,  McClellan  was  a party  to  the 
whole  trick.  Although  his  friends  wished 
that  no  platform  should  be  adopted,  it  is 
evident  that  an  expression  of  the  views  and 
purpose  of  the  Democratic  party  had  been 
drawn  up  some  time  previously  to  the  meet- 
ing ol  the  Convention.  And  it  is  charged, 
that  McClellan  knew  ami  approved  of  it.  Savs 
the  New  York  Daily  News — Ben  Wood's 
paper : 

“Early  in  the  month  of  July  last — we  have 
it  upon  the  authority  of  a delegate  from 
Indiana,  who  was  selected  by  the  delegation 
from  bis  State  to  act  as  one  of  the  commit- 
tee to  inform  the  candidates  ol  the  action  of 
tiie  Convention — the  platform , with  its  peace 
planks,  almost  u-ord  for  word  as  adopted,  was 
presented  to  Gen  McClellan,  and  teas  by  him 
approved  both  in  its  letter  and  in  its  spisit  ’ 

This  charge  is  reiterated  by  other  sources, 
and  we  believe  it  is  well  loumied, — is  an 
indisputable  fact.  And  the  New  York  News 
is  unquestionably  correct  when,  referring  to 
McClellan’s  repudiation  ol  the  Chicago 
platform,  it  says  ; 

"Its  repudiation  was  an  after  thought 
when  lie  had  secured  the  tempting  prize  for 
which  , despite  his  assertion  to  tiie  contrary 
in  his  letter,  lie  had  labored  long,  or  else — 
and  we  should  lie  sorry  to  believe  this — it 
was  a settled  purpose  to  deceive,  to  secure 
the  suffrages  of  tiie  delegates,  and  then  to 
repudiate  tiie  principles  which  secured  iiis 
nomination,  and  thus  to  deceive  men  whose 
only  fault  was  believing  him  true  to  his  pro- 
fessions and  those  of  his  friends." 

But,  we  think  that  this  mean  chicanery 
and  “contemptible  political  deception”  is  to 
be  carried  still  further.  McClellan  does  not 
intend  to  lose  the  votes  of  the  Peace  De- 
mocracy; for  lie  knows  they  are  necessary  to 
his  election  Tiie  assertion  is  made — and 
confidently  loo — that  lie  does  assert  in  pri- 
vate that  lie  will  favor  an  immediate  cessa- 
tion ol  hostilities,  and  a Convention  of  all 
the  States.  1 lie  New  York  Express  declares 
that  if  General  McClellan  is  elected  “there 
will  be  an  early  cessation  of  hostilities — at 
least  a truce;  and  within  ninety  days  there- 
after a Convention  of  tiie  States,  which  will 
settle  all  our  difficulties."  This,  evidently, 
is  believed  too  by  such  men  as  Gov.  Sey- 
mour, Fernando  Wood,  Gov.  Powell,  and 
other.--,  who  all  denounce  the  war  for  the 
Union  and  yet  support  McClellan  lor  the 
Presidency.  He  is  acting  a double  part  in 
tliis  matter — his  voice  being  for  war  that  he 
may  catcli  tiie  voles  of  those  who  know 
that  through  war  alone  a permanent  pence 
can  be  established,  while  he  wtiispers  of  a 
dishonorable  and  deceptive  peace  to  those 
who  are  calling  for  it  on  any  terms.  He  is 
at  least  a party  to  tiie  contemptible  trick 
now  being  attempted  to  be  played  upon  the 
American  people,  placing  before  their  suf- 
frages a ticket  with  the  combined  names  of 
George  B.  McClellan  and  George  II.  Pen- 
dleton— a man  who  is  for  war  to  tiie  bitter 
end,  and  one  who  is  for  the  immediate  ces- 
sation of  tiie  war,  and  lor  peace  on  anv 
terms— both  standing  on  the  same  platform. 
No  man  worthy  of  a nation's  trust  would 
allow  his  name  to  be  thus  used. 

The  name  of  McClellan  and  his  glorious 
letter  of  acceptance  sweep  through  the 
mountains  like  an  army  with  banners. — 
Louisville  Journal. 

Exactly!  Like  the  army  of  Early  and 
Breckinridge  are  sweeping  througii  the 
Valley  of  \ irginia,  witii  (heir  banners  trail- 
ing in  defeat,  is  the  name  of  McClellan 
sweeping  througii  the  mountains  of  Ken 
tucky.  And  as  Phil.  Sheridan's  conquering 
forces  are  pursuing  and  routing  Early's  ar 
my  at  every  point  in  the  Valley,  so  will  tiie 
Union  voters  pursue  and  route  tiie  Chicago 
platform  and  nominees  at  every  pointinthe 
mountains  of  Kentucky.

McClellan  to  be  a pliant  tool  in  tlio  hands 
of  Wood,  Yallundighnm  Sc  Co. 

Our  readers  will  remember  that,  so  soon 
as  McClellan’s  letter  of  acceptance  was 
published,  Vallandigham,  the  Woods,  and 
other  leading  peace  leaders  repudiated  him. 
It  appears  to  us,  that  the  secret  pledges  to 
which  the  New  York  News,  Gov.  Wickliffe, - 
and  others  have  referred  to,  are  beginning 
to  have  their  weight  upon  some  of  the  repu- 
diators  Below  we  give  an  extract  of  a 
speech  from  Fernando  Wood,  on  the  night 
of  the  17th  September,  in  New  York  city, 
and  one  by  Vallandigham,  at  Dayton,  on 
the  16th  September  The  New  York  News 
also  shows  signs  of  weak-kneedism.  McClel- 
lan's "contemptible  deception  and  trickery,’’ 
appears  to  be  rallying  the  out  and  out  rebels 
of  the  North,  as  well  ns  of  the  South  to  him. 
Let  loyal  people  read  these  speeches,  and 
rally  to  the  support  of  the  only  Union  ticket 
— Lincoln  and  Johnson.  Said  Fernando 
Wood  : 

“Having  none  other  to  vote  lor  but  the 
man  thus  selected,  and  having  been  a party 
to  the  effort  to  select  some  other  person,  I 
am  precluded  from  opposition  to  him.  Besides, 
if  elected,  I am  satisfied  lie  will  entertain  the 
views  and  execute  the  principles  of  the  great- 
party  he  will  represent,  without  regard  to  those 
he  may  himself  possess.  He  will  then  be 
our  agent,  the  creature  of  our  voice  and  as  such 
can  not,  if  he  would,  and  would  not,  if  he  could, 
do  otherwise  (linn  execute  the  public  voice 
of  the  country,  which,  with  the  Constitution 
and  laws,  will  be  the  commanding  general 
over  him,  clothed  with  supreme  power,” 

The  Dayton  Empire,  owned  and  controlled 
by  Vallandigham,  gives  this  report  ol  bis 
speech  : 

“He  spoke  iu  defense  of  the  Democrat 
party  and  of  State  rights  and  peace,  and  in 
support  of  the  Chicago  platform  The  Dem- 
ocratic parly  was  a State  rights  parly — a 
Constitutional  party — a Union  party  - and 
just  now'  a Peace  party  It  was  his  party, 
and  its  candidates  were  his  candidates  It 
boro  the  Arl;  of  the  Covenant;  it  carried 
the  fortunes  of  the  Republic,  and  in  its  sue 
cess  lay  the  only  hope  of  the  Republic.  The 
Chicago  platform  enunciated  its  policy  and 
principles  by  authority,  and  was  binding 
upon  every  Democrat,  and  by  them  the 
Democratic  Administration  must  and  should 
be  governed.  It  was  the  only  authorized 
exposition  of  the  Democratic  creed  and  he 
repudiated  all  others.  The  unity  and  har- 
mony of  the  party  were  essential  to  success, 
and  without  success  in  November  the  conn 
try  was  lost  In  conclusion  be  declared  his 
purpose  to  vote  for  the  nominee  of  the  Chi- 
cago convention  as  the  only  hopeol  securing 
the  defeat  of  Lincoln  and  Ihp  rescue  of  the 
Republic.” 

A Reminiscence. 

It  is  well  sometimes  to  refer  to  past  facts. 
The  anti-Union  organs  and  speakers  charge 
upon  Mr.  Lincoln's  Administration  and  the 
Nortli  the  inauguration  of  the  insurrection 
and  civil  war.  The  Charleston  Mercury,  of 
January  3,  1861, — two  months  before  Mr. 
Lincoln  was  inaugurated  as  President,  said  ; 
(the  italics  are  tiie  Mercury’s:) — 

“Every  effort  of  tiie  General  Government 
to  avert  its  dissolution,  only  hastens  on  its 
fate.  * * Our  city  is  like  an 

armed  camp.  Martial  music  fills  the  air. 
Offers  of  assistance  cotne  by  thousand  from 
tiie  neighboring  States  Fort  Moultrie, 
Castle  Pinckney,  Fort  Johnson  and  tiie  Uni 
ted  Slates  arsenal  are  occupied  by  our  troops. 
Disciplined  companies  are  arriving  by  rail- 
road from  tiie  interior  of  tiie  State.  The 
Governor  of  Georgia  tiezes  the  United  States 
forts  commanding  the  harbor  of  Savannah.  * 

* * In  a few  more  days,  Florida. 

Alabama  and  Mississippi  will  have  cast  off 
all  political  connection  with  the  Nortli,  and 
all  the  fortresses  On  tiie  Atlantic  and  the  Gulf, 
from  Cape  Fear  to  the  Mississippi,  will  have 
the  stars  and  stripes/un  -v/-  taken  down  trom 
their  tlagstaffs.  So  works  the  threat  of  coer 
cion  to  the  South. 

“But  how  is  it  at  the  Nortli  ? Congress  has 
been  in  session  a month,  and  not  a single  measure 
of  coercion  has  been  proposed,  much  less  pass- 
ed ” 

Knowing  all  these  tilings  to  be  true,  with 
other  similar  acts  of  war  not  enumerated  by 
the  Mercury,  Gen  McClellan  and  his  organs 
declare  that  tiie  Fedeial  Government  com- 
menced the  war ! 

8fth,On  the  night  of  September  20,  a band 
of  some  two  hundred  armed  men  captured 
a party  of  working  men  on  the  Ohio  and 
Mississippi  railroad,  not  far  from  Indiana- 
polis They  soon  after  released  them.  Their 
object  was  supposed  to  be  to  capture  a pay 
train  with  a large  amount  of  money.  The 
band  was  in  all  probability  composed  of  rebel 
soldiers  who  have  gone  across  the  Oiiio

your  place.  Which  is  it?  Anything,  good 
Lord,  to  save  our  own  precious  carcases. 


Wai  News  and  Aimy  Items. 

Get.  Sheridan  is  doing  his  work  well.  On 
th e “It  September  lie  drove  the  rebels 
throbgii  St  mu-burg.  A portion  of  tbeir 
cavalry  »<■«.!<  the  Front  Royal  road,  followed 
by  our  cavalry  ; their  infantry  took  posses- 
sion m Flint  Hill,  or  Fisher’s  Mountain,  a 
very  strong  position.  Sheridan  on  the  22d 
came  up  and  drove  them  from  the  crest, 
when  night  put  a stop  to  further  movements. 

Of  tiie  operations  of  the  23d,  Gen.  Sheri- 
dan sent  to  Gen  Grant  the  following  official 
account,  dated  at  his  headquarters,  six  miles 
from  Woodstock,  September  23 , — 11  : 30  P. 
M. : 

To  Lieut,  den.  Grant,  City  Point : 

I have  the  honor  to  announce  that  1 
achieved  a most  signal  victory  over  the  army 
of  General  Early  at  Fisher's  Hill  to-day.  I 
found  tiie  rebels  on  the  north  on  the  She- 
nandoah, and  extending  across  the  Strasburg 
Valley  westward  to  Nortli  Mountain,  oc 
cupying  a position  which  appeared  almost 
impregnable.  After  a great  deal  of  ma 
nceuvring  during  the  day,  General  Cook’s 
command  was  transferred  to  the  extreme 
right  of  the  line  on  North  Mountain, 
and  li  nirioiisly  attacked  tiie  left  of  the 
enemy's,  line,  carrying  everything  before 
him.  While  Crook  was  driving  the 
enemy  in  the  greatest  confusion,  and  sweep- 
ing down  behind  their  breastworks,  the 
6th  and  19th  army  corps  attacked  the 
rebel  works  in  front,  and  the  whole  ar- 
my appeared  to  be  broken  up.  They  fled 
in  the  utmost  confusion.  Sixteen  pieces  of 
artillery  were  captured ; also  a great  many 
caissons,  horses,  Ac.  1 an)  to  night  flushing 
on  up  tiie  valley.  I can't  say  how  many 
prisoners  I have  captured,  nor  do  I know 
either  my  own  or  tiie  enemy's  casualties. 
Only  darkness  has  saved  the  whole  of  Ear 
Iv’s  army  from  total  destruction.  My  attack 
could  not  be  made  till  4 P.  M , which  left 
but  little  daylight  to  operate  in. 

The  1st  and  3d  cavalry  divisions  went  up 
tiie  valley  to-day,  and  if  they  push  on  vig- 
orously to  tiie  main  valley  tiie  result  of  this 
lay’s  engagement  will  be  still  more  signal. 
Tiie  victory  was  very  complete. 

A more  detailed  report  will  be  made  as 
soon  as  I can  obtain  tiie  necessary  data.

tireiy  annihilated  at  Bertyviile.on  the  1 Oth; 
all  their  flags  were  captured,  and  tiie  men 
were  r ly  all  killed,  wounded,  or  captured.

Eight  ol  the  battle  flags  captured  on  the 
19th  have  been  sent  to  tiie  War  Department 
by  Gen.  Sheridan,  lie  detailing  the  captors 
to  bear  them 

From  tiie  Army  of  the  Potomac  sve  have 
no  news  of  importance.  Tiie  news  of  Sher- 
idan's victory  was  received  with  unbounded 
enthusiasm  by  the  whole  army,  and  tiie 
officers  and  soldiers  requested  to  be  led  at 
once  to  attack  the  enemy  in  front  of  them. 
Gen.  Grant,  on  the  morning  of  the  21st,  order- 
ed a salute  of  ten  shotted  guns  from  each  t lit- 
tery, a thousand  in  all.  to  be  fired  at  tiie 
rebels,  in  honor  of  Sheridan's  army. 

By  a special  arrangement  with  General

More  of  McClellan-.  Chicaneiy. 

In  another  article  we  show  the  duplicity 
with  which  McClellan  acted,  according  to 
the  evidence  of  the  New  York  News,  backed 
by  corroborating  testimony,  in  reference  to 
the  Chicago  nomination  and  platform.

“Let  General  McClellan  assert  publicly, 
as  lie  does  privately,  that  he  will  favor  an 
immediate  cessation  of  hostilities  and  a 
Convention  of  all  the  States,  and  The  Daily 
News,  and  we  believe  the  entire  Peace  party, 
will  admit  that  he  stands  upon  the  Chicago 
platform,  and  will  give  hint  their  earnest 
support." 

Between  the  two  stools  McClellan  will  cer- 
tainly fall  on  the  ground.

II ROM  the  inception  of  the  rebellion,  the  gen- 
1 uine  Union  sentiment  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky has  found  but  little  expression,  either  in 
the  addresses  of  the  prominent  politicians  or  in 
tho  press.  This  state  of  things,  at  all  times  a 
source  of  murmuring,  though  somewhat  allevia- 
ted by  tho  partial  supply  of  loyal  journals  from 
othor  States,  has  at  last  ripened  into  dissatisfac- 
tion and  a positive  demand  for  such  a newspaper. 

Demanding  that  the  rebellion  shall  be  suppress- 
ed, we  would  have  all  the  means  necessary  to 
suppress  it  cheerfully  supplied.  Regarding  unity 
as  os6ential  to  speedy  success,  we  would  enforce 
it  as  the  duty  of  every  citizen  to  give  to  those 
who  administer  the  Government — whilst  the  war 
continues — sympathy  and  support.  Believing 
the  rebellion  to  bo  not  only  without  palliation 
or  excuse,  but  a orime  we  would  have  it  taught 
that  those  who  have  inaugurated  and  prosecut- 
ed it  should  wholly  bear  the  responsibility  of 
its  guilt.  Recognizing  tho  rebellion  as  gigantic 
in  its  proportions,  we  woul  have  tho  difficulty  of 
grappling  with  it  fully  realized. 

In  so  wido  a field  where  the  instruments  em- 
ployed must  be  varied,  errors  of  judgment  are 
unavoidable.  We  would  not  therefore,  judge 
harshly  of  the  means  employed,  whilst  we  soe 
they  aro  suggested  by  a sincere  desire  to  re-es- 
tablish the  authority  of  the  Government.  In  a 
word,  we  wish  to  teach  that  it  is  the  paramount 
duty  of  the  Government  to  preserve  the  Union 
by  all  the  means  recognized  by  civilized  warfare. 
Rejoicing  at  every  triumph  of  our  arms,  we  de- 
sire to  affiliate  with  thoso  true  Union  men  every- 
where, who  hope  for,  and  look  to  tho  nation’s 
success  in  the  field — not  to  its  defeat  as  the 
surest  tuoans  of  securing  a lasting  and  honorable 
peace. 

The  vote  of  the  people  of  Kentucky,  on  every 
occasion — and  their  resolutions  in  their  primary 
assemblies,  far  ahead  of  their  politicians,  far  in 
advance  of  their  press,  are  to  us  the  surest  guar- 
anty— that  a majority  are  with  us.  The  object 
of  this  paper  is  to  givo  organization  to  that  ma- 
jority, and  to  develope  into  political  aotion 
tho  convictions  which,  in  their  hearts  the  people 
cherish.  Also,  to  take  full  advantage  of  the 
facilities  at  command  to  furnish  its  patrons  with 
the  current  news,  and  to  develope  some  important 
features  of  a Daily,  that  have  not  hitherto  receiv- 
ed from  tho  press  here  the  prominence  desirable 
in  a mercantile  community.
